' we shall compare favorably with any 
other people in tbe world ; and it 
says much for the oaso with which 
BOcb wealth can be made available 
- when we cootemplate the pro^a-uss wo 
. have already made. Onr coal oxporia 
during tbe past year amounted to SO,-' 
524 tons, valued at §198,405; of lurs 
we sent away to the value of Sa04,- 
428; fl-h oil, S26,642; wool, $6 230 ; 
fish, 1495 parkuges valued at $7,U79 ; 
Qgan berries. 942 barrel s worth $8,523. 
~Odr'' Idmber exports' amoiiffl,''to'$18'l,- 
135, We have only enumerated a fuw 
articles on which wo propose to suy 
more anon ; tbe total value oi our 
natural productions exported am^nnt- 
inji to $640,912, exclusive of $1,780,- 
000 in gold dust, mukini; a tuial of 
natural productions exp >rtod cqnal to 
12,420,912, or about S303 each for 
every man, woman and child in 
the Colony. Wo also re-oxpoited 
$107,987 in foreign produce and man- 
nfaciures, on wbich wo made a bandN 
some profit. Let us now turn to en- 
quire what we expect to do next year; 
and tarn we first to tbe ariiuie of 
coals, wbich we may saloly set down 
at double the last year's sbip- 
inenlB, oonsidering the rapid progress 
being made in the opening of new 
'■earns, and the ready markei' avaiUbie 
for all we can get out for a long time 
to come : the demand inor»a<!es a^ rap- 
idly as iheprodaotiou. In lumber our ex- 
ports are beginning to tell, and noone will 
tax us with a desire to exuj^i^erato when 
we set down our exports of ihit article at 
$300,000 for the ensuing year. Furs 
will fudy eq'ial last year's figures, as the 
country ii becoming better known, and 
"trappers are more numerous than for. 
merly. This, however, is not a lasting 
source of wealth; ihe 'ucreasu of poiiula- 
tiun usually does much (owardo tbe ex- 
i tinctioD of far-b^ariDg animals. In fisii 
O'lu we have doue something; but that is 
merely initiatory; in the course of the 
present and following years we look for 
an extensive trade in oil inado by advon- 
lurera from this port, and the iriillie cre- 
ated by the Influx of vessels of all conn, 
tries that will retidezvoos here, promises 
'busioeas much beyond anything eunceiv. 
able from preseni appeariHices. Wliilst 
we are speaking of fi.>h oils we may 
mentio I that oil casks imide from our 
DuUgUs pine have been found U> do fully 
as well us suuh vessels uiado from oak 
(.Che ionly material obtainable at Sun 
Francisco') and the groni difFi-rence in 
price must eveutually muke m the great 
mauufaciuring cenire lor those uriiele.s,

Editor Bmtisii Colonist :— I perceive 
ih«t 11 has been stated by an houoriblo 
member of tho Legislative Assombly, and 
twice reported io your paper, that the .School 
Bill introduced by Mr Alston ij not adapted 
to the ugrioultural dialriola. As any staie- 
meot of the honorable member in reference 
to thu agricultural settlements is enlitled to 
respect, I conceive it only duo to hioiaelf 
and tbe public tq show tbat a very ^rcat 
change in tbe opibion of our country sol Hers 
about Free Sobools bas takea pi aoe siooe 
the bonorablo member made the obsorva> 
tiona on which he basod his statement. 

At tbe present time Victoria District, in« 
eluding Uraigflower, has thrca Freo Schools, 
whilst the outlayiug distriois have no sctiools 
Tho bill before the llouao would dislribulo 
oven tho present fund (and it will probably 
be inoreascd) over a wider field, and enable 
the farmers in these districts to bave sobools 
by the subscriplioo of a share. At first 
sight, then, it appears as if specially intend- 
ed fur the bsriolit of Ibe Belllers ; and as 
recent oiroumatances have sboivn ma very 
olcarly how williog as well as able tbe farm- 
ers in the districts named are to nesiel iu 
the establishment of schools wiihiu their dis- 
tricts, I take tbe oppoitnoity of etatlog do 
tails Id regard to one — Metohoaio. 

Urged by a very respectful request ttj visit 
Ihe Uistiiot and see vkhat could be done lor 
tbu oslablisliment of u sobool, I lound tbom 
all so gen«rou3 and willing that I advised 
thorn not lo await lor either Goveroireul or 
Chuioh, hut to jiiu ibcir subscriptions aud 
start a sobool of their own. One offered 
land for a site and glebe, another lumbar 
for building, and neorly all from S2 to ;J6 
per mouth. Within two days, 1 was placed 
in a position to send them a good teacher 
who is now at work. 

I may add that ilioso who find their vrny 
lo tbo districts of this Colouy deeply appre- 
c'ate tbe advantages of education, and that 
they would rather assist in the mainlcnnnce 
of a school at tbo expouso of a few dollars a 
month than board their chiliiren in town. 

A low years ago tho conception ol q col 
onial farmer aa a being clad half in deerskin 
and hall in doeskin, buried amid tbe damp 
aod darkness of a pine fores', soattoting a 
few potatoes over a hall-cleared patch, aod 
maintaining perputiiul war with tho wolves 
and panthers, wa.s perhaps not far from tho 
irutti ; but Ibid baa passed away. Tiiey linve 
thriven iu the hind and whb lo settle in it 
They are animated by thespiril ol indopen 
denoe and Belf-respeul, are sullicicntly pros 
parous, and perfectly willing to eoutribuic 
their part lo meet any efl'jrt ol ihu (loveru 
meet for the wolNbeing ol tbu young iirouod 
tbom.
